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Police, employe talks delayed 






Executive meeting not held 


An executive session of the 
Romulus City Council, during 
which action was expected on 
both the city-county police 
contract and the city- 
employes negotiations, never 
happened last Wednesday, 
reportedly because Council 
President Jimmie Raspberry 
failed to appear or explain his 
absence. 

According to Mayor Hyle J. 
Carmichael, the contract is 
ready to be finalized. 
Apparently the council wanted 
last minute examination on 


some points contained in the 
contract before deciding 
whether or not to sign it. 

While the council thrashes 
out final details of the 
proposed merger with the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s Road 
Patrol, Romulus is left 
without adequate police 
protection. 

The original 10-man force is 
down to five members, 
including Chief Jacob J. Koch. 
Three officers have resigned. 
Another is absent on an 
emergency. 

The City Council has 


scheduled an executive 
session for last Wednesday. 
The proposed police service 
pact had been approved by the 
Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners some time 
ago. 

During discussion of the 
contract at the last council 
meeting, Councilman James 
C. Stewart said he was 
displeased at the county for 
sending over so many versions 
of the basic contract. 

“I want to see the final 
contract,” Stewart said. 

“I have seen four or five of

Trailer park dispute 
heads for settlement 


The hassle between 
residents and management at 
the Royal Village Trailer Park 
on Van Born Road in Romulus 
is apparently heading for a 
peaceful settlement. 

Through Romulus Building 
Manager Clayton Medlrum, 
improvements at the park 
have been initiated and new 
ones are in the planning 
stages. 

Dr. Leslie Moss, one of the 
owners of the Royal Village, 
has promised full cooperation 
with the city and the trailer 


court residents, who 
complained of many safety 
hazards and code violations. 

Trouble began when 
compalints were lodged with 
city officials by residents of 
the park and officials of the 
Michigan Mobile homes 
Association, which represents 
the tenants. 

A group appeared before the 
city council June 22 and 
demanded that action be 
taken against the trailer park. 
The group listed violations of 
the city’s zoning ordinance in 


Black couple 
goes to court 

to ‘move in’ 

James Mason, a skycap at Detroit Metro Airport, thought 
it would be nice to live close to work instead of commuting 
from the west side of Detroit every day. 

So he and his wife, Constance, answered a newspaper 
advertisement for Metro Park Manor, at 6710 Merriman Rd., 
Romulus, less than a mile from the airport. 

But the Masons are black and, apparently, the complex 
was not designed to accomodate them, because although they 
spotted a vacant apartment near the manager’s office they 
were told there was no room. 

“I don’t have anything against colored people,” Metro 
Park Manager Joseph Chavis reportedly said. “We just don’t 
want to rent to them.” 

The Masons took their discrimination problem to the 
University of Detroit’s Center for Urban Law and Housing 
for Wayne County. 

The center enlisted the aid of several white couples, who 
went to the apartments and applied for admission. 

Later the same afternoon of the Masons’ visit, a white 
couple was told that there would be a place for them next 
week. 

A second white couple was shown three apartments the 
following day. They are the ones who reported the 
segregationist quote from Chavis. 

Richard Soble, Mason’s attorney, has filed a motion in 
federal district court to prevent the manager and his wife, 
Madge, from renting their empty apartments to anyone. 

Judge Philip Pratt issued a temporary restraining order 
Monday, insuring that if the court decides for the plaintiffs an 
apartment will be available.

their initial blast at the park. 

Mrs. Margaret Gent, a 
spokesman for the MMHA, 
says that progress is being 
made. 

“They are going about it 
slowly,” Mrs. Gent said, “but 
this you can expect. They are 
at least showing that they 
intend to do what they set out 
to do.” 

Mrs. Gent also said she felt 
that a public apology was due 
Clayton Meldrum, who had 
been accused by some 
residents of a conflict of 
interest. 

Meldrum, himself a resident 
of the park, was thought to be 
ignoring violations at the park 
because of a friendship with 
the park manager. 

“In the beginning,” said 
Mrs. Gent, “we were under 
the impression that Mr. 
Meldrum was working hand- 
in-hand with the manager. We 
found out later that this was 
definitely not true, and he has 
been the one helping us get the 
park back into shape.” 

Meldrum became acting 
building manager of April 1. 
By April 15 he had informed 
Mayor Hyle J. Carmichael 
that there were problems in 
the park and by the 24th he 
had submitted a list of code 
violations to the mayor. 

Tenants of the park did not 
find these facts until they had 
conversations with Meldrum 
following the city council 
confrontation. 

The investigation the 
council initiated will be an 
ongoing one lasting 
approximately six months. 
Meldrum feels that, for the 
sake of fairness, the park 
owners must be given an 
adequate amount of time to 
complete improvements. 

Some, however, have 
already made. Weeds, which 
choked some lots, and trash in 
the area are gone. Sewer and 
drainage repair has been 

accomplished. 

Meldrum said at least two 
streets in the trailer court are 
being repaved this week. He 
indicated that Moss had

Earlier in the negotiations, 
members of the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners 
showed equal ire because they 
felt that Romulus was not 
acting in good faith and was 
delaying the merger through a 
lack of positive council action. 

The dispute then centered 
around Chief Koch, who was 
not a part of the merger 
contract. The commissioners 
passed a resolution accepting 
the contract despite the fact 
that Koch may be able to sue 
to gain a police job with the 
county. 

Although this point is 
technically still unresolved, 
Mayor Carmichael maintains 
that Chief Koch will be kept on 
the city payroll in a capacity 
other than that of chief of 
police. 

Council President 
Raspberry, taking the cue 
from his colleagues on the 
council on the importance of 
an immediate contract 
decision, had requested 
council members to attend the 
executive session in an effort 
to arrive at some final action. 

Mayor Carmichael also 
expected some work at that 
session on a contract proposal 
for Rorftulus’ city employes. 
He said that he expected the 
council to iron out some of the 
language in the proposal. 

City negotiators have been 
meeting with members of

Last* week for instance, the Citizens’ District Council, 
which directly represents the people of the Wayne-Beverly 
area met with Urban Renewal Director George Wilhelmi 
and other city officials to learn more about its part of the 
project. 

CUv Attorney John Young was there to explain the 
citizens’ legal rights and reveal what legal help they can 
expect from city hall when new builders arrive to develop the 

^Romulus Building Manager Clayton Meldrum also was 
there to explain city codes concerning new buildings and the 
guidelines being prepared for builders in the area. 


Wilhelmi explains that the District Council has direct and 
official involvement in the decisions that the city is making 
about the renewal project. 

“The council is responsible, under state statute, for 
assisting the city in this urban renewal project, Wilhelmi 
said.

Court 
set Aug. 5 

Sumpter Township 
Supervisor Elmer Parraghi’s 
suit against the chairman of 
the Board of Directors of the 
Peoples Communtiy Hospital 
Authority (PCHA) has been 
delayed at least until Aug. 5. 

The action was taken by 
Circuit Court Judge John M. 
Wise Thursday because he felt 
he did not have enough time to 
prepare himself. 

A writ of mandamus, to 
force Board Chairman Donald 
J. Pizzimenti to call a board 
meeting for purposes of 
discussion a new election of 
officers, was sought on behalf 
of Parraghi and Sumpter 
Township, a PCHA member 
community. Parraghi is also 
on the board. 

"For me to sign a writ of 
mandamus at this point would 
be ridiculous,” the judge said. 

The case was initiated on 
July 15 by Henry Zabarowski, 
attorney for Sumpter 
Township. He relayed his brief 
to PCHA attorney B. Ward 
Smith, who in turn prepared 
his brief. 

Smith, however, had only a 
short time to prepare his case, 
and presented his brief to 
Zaborowski and the court just 
prior to the 2 p.m. hearing 
time. 

“Frankly, there are 
indications of a good deal of 
work by respective counsels in 
these briefs,” Wise said. “It 
appears to me it will take 
some time for me to prepare 
to make a ruling on this. 

Wise was scheduled to take 
the case only because Judge 
James Montante is on 
vacation. He suggested the 
Aug. 5 date because Montante 
is scheduled to return from his 
vacation on Aug. 2 and that 
would give him time to read 
the briefs and prepare for the 
arguments from both sides.

All present residents will be 
given not only first preferr ncc 
on available lots, but also a 
choice as to the type of 
housing they wish to be 
constructed there. 

Wilhelmi says that in manv 
cases residents will .know 
where they will be located 
before the city acquires their 
land for continuation of the 
renewal plans. 

He says further that the 
neighborhood involvement 
has already caused noticeable 
changes in the city’s plan, 
which contains suggestions 
made by the residents 
themselves. 

The most visual 
improvement will be the 
inclusion of four additional 
acres of recreational space 
than was originally 
considered. 

Teachers,

“The meeting is not limited 
to only PTA members,” said 
Mrs. Petre. “All members of 
the community who are 
interested in the operation of 
our educational system are 
invited to attend.” 


Wilhelmi explained the 
basic renewal operation this 
way: 

“The city has a land 
acquisition program by which 
it is buying up land in the area 
which it will be able to closely 
control as far as building 
development goes. Some 
existing properties will be 
rehabilitated, but those that 
can’t be brought up to code 
will be destroyed. 

The land acquisition is 
directly tied in with a 
relocation program which 
places the people, whose 
property is being bought, in 
new locations and new housing 
which meets their 
specifications. 

The city’s third part of the 
program is its dealing with the 
developers themselves, 
arriving at guidelines and 
explaining what the city has in 
mind for the area. 

Urban Renewal Department 
staffer Mary Carter explained 
that the District Council itself 
is not so interested in the city’s 
codes. 

“The Council is more vitally 
involved with getting 
something above the 
minimum type of housing that 
meets minimum standards.” 

.An immediate concern has 
been homebuilders who are 
buying scattered lots in the 
renewal area. Some neighbors 
feel that minimum standard 
housing is bound to result. 

This could happen, but only 
in those scattered lots.

feet by 50 feet, and all trailers 
will be skirted to cement in the 
future. 

The building manager 
indicated that this regulation 
was causing problems 
because the trailer park code 
is obsolete. While it calls for 
pads of 12 x 50, few if any 
trailers are built that small 
any more. Most are 12 by 60, 
and with highway travel now 
permitted for 14 foot trailers, 
even larger models will 
appear shortly. This means, of 
course, that 12 x 50 pads will 
be obsolete and that skirting 
trailers to such pads 

impossible. 

Meldrum is now in the 
process of revising and 
updating the city code to 
provide for the growth of 
mobile homes. 

It was also indicated that 
Royal Village is a 

nonconforming property, 
having been in existance for 
more than 20 years while the

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Legislators fight pollution

‘Wrong-way’ accidents 
dominated by drinkers 


Drinking drivers are involved in well over 
half of the “wrong-way” accidents on 
Michigan freeways. 

Analysis of such accidents on the more than 
1,400 miles of freeway in the five years from 
1966 through 1970 showed that between 50 and 
75 per cent involved drivers who had been 
drinking. 

A total of 219 wrong-way accidents were 
reported on state freeways from 1966 through 
1970. They claimed 50 lives. 

The worst in state history occurred 11 days 
ago when an auto and a station wagon 
rammed each other on 1-75 freeway near 
Grand Blanc, south of Flint. Nine persons 
were killed. The lone survivor permanently 
injured. 

A large portion of the accidents are caused 
by drivers who enter a freeway on an exit 
ramp. Others occur when vehicles cross a 
median or, rarely, when a car goes the wrong 
way on an entrance road to a freeway rest 
area. 

Erection of median guard rail has helped 
prevent wrong-way crashes. However, no 
practical method has been developed to 
prevent vehicles from entering exit ramps. 
The main deterrants are warning devices. 

On a standard interchange, two pairs of 
reflective black-and-white and red-and-white 
signs are installed on each side of the ramps. 
The first pair of 24-inch-wide signs warn the 
driver. “Do Not Enter-Wrong Way.” The 
second pair, 36 inches wide and placed farther 
down the ramp, say “Wrong Way.” 

In addition, red reflector buttons, known as 
delineators, are attached to a series of small 
metal standards running down both sides of 
the ramp to give the night driver additional 
warning. 


A team of traffic engineers from the 
Department of State Highways has 
investigated the area of the 1-75 accident near 
Grand Blanc. They will issue a report on their 
findings. 

Records checked from 1967 through 1970 
showed no wrong-way fatalities on 1-75 
through all of Oakland County or in Genesee 
County as far north as M-121 (Bristol Road). 
There were 14 accidents with 19 injuries. In 
most of the collisions, one or both of the 
drivers had been drinking. 

The Highway Department made a detailed 
analysis of wrong-way crashes on Michigan 
freeways in 1966. The 44 accidents that year 
claimed three lives. 

An analysis of 200 drivers apprended 
driving in the wrong direction led to these 
conclusions: 

Slightly more than 50 per cent of the drivers 
apprehended has been drinking. 

—Fifty per cent of the accidents were 
caused by drivers with 10 or more violations 
on their driving record. Only six of the 
accidents involved drivers with point-free 
records. 

—Eighty per cent of the accidents occurred 
after dark. 

Following are records for subsequent 
years: 

1967-19 accidents with 36 injuries and 10 
fatalities. Sixty per cent of the accidents 
involved drinking drivers. 

1968- 41 accidents with 43 injuries and 16 
deaths. Seventy per cent involved drinking. 

1969- 55-accidents with 66 injuries and nine 
deaths. Sixty-nine percent involved drinking. 

1970- 60 accidents with 66 injuries and 12 
fatalities. Sixty per cent involved drinking.

In its last session, the legislature passed and the 
governor signed into law a “Truth in water 
pollution” bill which established a surveillance 
system to guard against the discharge of polluting 
wastes. In the present session, legislative attention 
turned to dirty air. 

There was introduced a “truth in air pollution” 
bill which, after considerable debate and a number 
of amendments, was very recently passed by the 
House. The measure is now in the Senate. 

Patterned after last year’s “truth in water 
pollution” act, the new legislation would require 
industries to list the elements they discharge into 
the air. It provides for stiff penalties against 
businesses which fail to comply with anti-pollution 
orders. 

In order to Finance the surveillance system, firms 
discharging air pollutants would be required to pay 
a fee to the state. This would range from as little as 
$25 to as much as $8,000 for those companies that 
release great amounts of air contaminants. 

The present nine-member State Air Pollution 
Control Commission would be enlarted to 11 
members which would have to include one labor 
representative and two representatives of the 
general public. The commission would be given 
authority to establish air quality and emission 
standards, issue pollution control facilities’ permits 


and issue Final orders for industries to comply with 
the established standards. 

Industries would have 30 days in which they could 
request a hearing on the order. If they do not 
comply with the Final order, they would be subject 
to a Fine of as much as $10,000 plus a like amount for 
each day the violation continues. 

There was an attempt to strike the fine clause 
from the bill, but it was defeated. Those opposed to 
the stiff fines claimed they would drive small in¬ 
dustries out of business. 

At the same time it approved this bill, the House 
concurred in certain Senate amendments to another 
anti-pollution measure passed earlier by the House. 
That bill would regulate harmful pesticides. 

The bill would license dealers who sell pesticides 
and require the dealers to provide the state with 
records of their sales. In order to be licensed, a 
dealer would have to show adequate knowledge of 
the use of pesticides and pay a $50 license fee. The 
records of sales would provide information on the 
volume and location of sales of pesticides con¬ 
sidered dangerous to man, wildlife and the en¬ 
vironment. This information would make available 
basic data which could be used to control the use of 
harmful types of pesticides. 

In addition, the director of the State Department 


of Agriculture would have the authority to list 
“regulated use” pesticides for the entire state or 
certain parts of the state. Once this list was 
established, the director of agriculture could 
regulate the distribution, time of sale and use of the 
restricted chemicals. 

Accepted by the House were Senate amendments 
banning restricted pesticide information from the 
public and making the act effective Jan. 1. The bill 
has been sent to the governor. 

The legislature is also working this session in the 
area of “visual pollution”. One example of this is a 
House-approved bill which expands junkyard 
screening regulations. Present law requires 
screening only those junkyards established after 
1966 and located on interstate and primary high¬ 
ways. The House bill would require that all 
junkyards on interstate, state primary and 
secondary and county primary roads be screened 
from the public, no matter when they were 
established. 

Also under consideration is a bill that would 
tighten regulations on billboards and other types of 
outdoor advertising. 

In addition, the House has passed a bill which 
would permit counties to establish collection cen¬ 
ters for junked automobiles.

Lifestyle of Indian 
concern of Milliken 


Gov. William Milliken will 
try to improve the lifestyles of 
Michigan’s 16,854 Indians in 
an effort to keep them from 
fighting sportsmen over 
fishing and hunting rights. 

The Indians will get much 
more than $24 in bright shiny 
beads. 

In exchange, Milliken 
expects the Indians to draw up 
their own fishing and hunting 
regulations along lines that 
will mesh with those of the 
Department of Natural 
Resources. 

The DNR will install an 
Indian Fish Management 
Administration, hire Indians 
as conservation officers and 
seek a peaceful settlement — 
satisfactory to both sides. 

So the Indians will be asked 
to give up something — part of 
their unlimited fishing and 
hunting rights under an 1842 
treaty — to get something, 
economic and social 
betterment. 

“We’re trying to help the 
Indian economically and 
culturally,” said Samuel 
Mackety, executive director 
of the Michigan Indian 
Commission and a member of 
the Potawatami tribe. 

“We’re hoping that this 
(fishing settlement) can be a 
wedge.” 

It could mean educational 
scholarships, special schools 
for vocational training, state- 
guaranteed loans for homes 
and businesses, improved 
health services and more 
attention from state welfare 
agencies. 



The trouble started after the 
Michigan Supreme Court on 
April 5 reversed a 1930 
decision which empowered the 
DNR to regulate hunting and 
fishing under the state’s police 
powers. 

Questions arose over how a 
state court could in 1930 
abrogate a United States 
treaty with the Indians. 

When the original 13 states 
federalized, all powers not 
specifically given to the 
federal government were 
reserved to the states. The 
police power remained in the 
hands of the states. 

The 1930 decision was a 
legal interpretation that the 
state’s own police powers 
outweighed those of the 
federal treaty-making 
authority in the matters of 
fishing and hunting in 
Michigan. 

The April 5 decision, written 
by Justice John B. Swainson, 
reverse the 1930 ruling and 
installed the treaty of 1854 as 
the predominant legal 
authority. 

Swainson’s ruling in its 
language applied only to a 
small piece of land in the 
L’Anse reservation in the 
upper Peninsula and waters of 


Keweenaw Bay, where a 
group of Chippewas resided. 

The Indians, including the 
Potawatamis and the Citawas, 
argued that the decision also 
restored nine other treaties 
and affected all 16,854 Indians 
in Michigan tabulated by the 
1970 census. 

But superimposed over the 
immediate issue of fishing 
rights was the economic plight 
of the Indians brought out in 
the hearings by Milliken’s 
task force and the Indian 
commission. 

Witnesses told of scratching 
bare subsistence from the 
land and depending upon 
fishing in many cases for their 
livelihood, of suffering 
hardships more often 
associated with the innercity 
ghettos. 

It was natural that the 
Indians would take advantage 
of unlimited fishing in waters 
formerly restricted to sports 
fishing — the first real 
economic break they’d had in 
generations. 

It was also natural that 
sports fishermen and the DNR 
would object to preserve the 
delicate supply of lake trout, a 
resource that contributed to 
tourism and recreation in the 
Great Lake State. 

Milliken had to step in as a 
peacemaker, to preserve the 
restored rights of the Indians 
and also safeguard the rights 
of sports fishermen and the 
efforts of the DNR to preserve 
a resource. 

He expects the Indians’ own 
fishing and hunting 
regulations to respect the 
rights of the sportsmen and 
the duties of the DNR. 


Then let’s look at another aspect. Wayne City is ap¬ 
proximately six square miles in area. About one-sixth of this 
has thoughtfully been reserved for playgrounds and parks. 
Only there isn’t one of these that is being profitably utilized 
or equipped as they could be. We can do a whole lot more here 
than with another white elephant. 

Pretty as it is, I must vote no to the proposal. We don’t need 
anymore holes in our city to be filled with non-taxable 
buildings. Besides having watched some of the machinations 
of our officialdom - ‘What you see - ain’t necessarily what you 
get! 

If you feel as I do - against the proposal - then for heaven 
sakes - plan to vote no on Aug. 3. Those who are pushing for it, 
have some grand plans to get out the vote for their side - they 
could obligate us to this by default. 

Vote no on Proposition A.

leadership role in the 
formation of the Detroit- 
VVayne County Criminal 
Justice System Coordinating 
Council earlier this year. 

In addition, the county won 
a first-place award for the 
excellence of a 12-minute color 
motion picture depicting the 
county’s public services. The 
film was produced by the 
Board of Commissioners and 
is available for viewing by 
clubs, civic groups and school 
classes. 

Wayne County Board 
Chairman Robert E. 
FitzPatrick accepted the 
County Achievement Award 
and described at a law 
enforcement seminar the 
structure and functions of the 
city-county coordinating 
council. 

The council was formed 
jointly by FitzPatrick and 
Mayor Roman S. Cribbs, with 
the approval of their 
respective legislative bodies. 
It brings together the heads of 
all agencies involved in the 
criminal justice system to 
coordinate programs and set 
priorities for use of federal 
and state Omnibus Crime 
Control funds in Wayne 
County. 

Also at the NACO 
convention, FitzPatrick and 
the chairmen of the boards of 
commissioners of Michigan’s 
other three largest counties — 
Oakland, Macomb and 
Genesee — launched a drive to 
organize the chairmen of 
elected county boards 
nationally. 

They announced plans for a 
National Conference of 
Elected County Chairmen as a 
counterpart to the U.S. 
Conference of Mayors and a 
newly-formed National 
Council of Elected County 
Executives. 

In a joing statement, the 
four board chairmen pointed 
out there are only 45 elected 
county executives in the 
nation, while some 3,000 
counties have 
elected legislative bodies. 

“We believe the elected 
chairmen of county boards are 
a valid voice for many 
millions of voters who do not 
have such a voice at present, 
due to the limitations of 
existing organizations,” their 
statement continued. 

“The counties of the nation 
need a unified voice of elected 
officials speaking as loudly for

Play areas 
needn’t 

be lavish 

Play areas needn’t be lavish 
layouts with an array of 
expensive equipment. Many 
play items most children seem 
to enjoy can be built easily at 
home with western wood, as a x 
way to keep children from 
roaming too far in search of 
fun. 

One basic for smaller 
children is a sandbox. It 
should be big enough for 
several lots to move about in 
without crowding. 

A solid box can be built of 
2xl2-inch western pine or fir, 
on 4x4-inch posts set 18 inches 
in the ground. The wood 
should be surfaced to avoid 
splinters and treated with a 
preservative to resist decay. 

Seating can be added with a 
cap of eight or ten-inch boards 
around the box or on two sides, 
or by adding triangular pieces 
at corners.

County promises aid 
in Rouge clean-ups 


Wayne County’s Board of 
Commissioners has increased 
it’s financial and the citizen 
groups which plan to clear 
debris from the Rouge River, 
from $10,000 to $17,500. 

The County legislators 
added $7,500 to the county 
parks budget in order to 
provide heavy equipment and 
equipment operators for 
Rouge clean-up drives 
planned by two citizen groups. 

The increased support was 
recommended by the board’s 
Public Works Committee 
which met twice with leaders 
of the groups to coordinate the 
assistance to be provided by 
Wayne County departments. 

Several months ago, the 
Board of Commissioners 
transferred $10,000 to the 
budget of the County Drain 
Commissioner. The money 
will be used to provide cranes, 
dump trucks and chain saws 
for the Rouge clean-up. 

The $7,500 increase in 
County support will enable 
the parks division of the 
County Road Commission to 
provide similar assistance. 

Some 2,000 volunteers are 
expected to turn out for a 
weekend clean-up scheduled 
for Aug. 14-15 on the main 
branch of the Rouge River 
between Eight Mile Road (the 
county line) and Warren 
Avenue. This effort is planned 
by a citizens “Rescue the 
Rouge Committee” which was 
organized by a number of 
civic and conservation groups. 

In addition, a combine of 
Jaycees clubs plans to turn out 
at least 3,000 volunteers for a 
one-day effort, set for Sept. 25, 


in the suburbs west of Detroit. 

The two groups turned out 
some 3,500 volunteers in 
similar clean-ups a year ago. 
Both groups have raised their 
sights fer this year because of 
the success of last year’s 
efforts. 

We’d like to see 5,000 
volunteers out there this year, 
and we urge any citizens who 
can help to contact one or both 
of the two groups,” said 
Commissioner Ervin A. 
Steiner Jr., of Grosse Pointe 
Farms (R-District 3) 
chairman of the board’s 
Public Works Committee.

Q - Every spring, my 5-year-old daughter is bothered by 
an irritation of the eyes. They itch, burn, water constantly, 
and when she gets up in the morning they are pasted shut. 

I have taken her to a specialist who prescribed drops three 
times a day, but they seem to have little effect. 

When she was 3, we discovered she was limping and took 
her to our family doctor. He told us she had a form of ar¬ 
thralgia, and that it was connected with the eye problem. He 
gave her pills and an eye ointment which seems to do more 
good than the eye drops. 

They both say there is nothing more that can be done for this 
condition, but to wait for her to outgrow it. I would appreciate 
any enlightenment you could give me in this matter— L.C.B. 

A—A lot of people suffer from spring hay fever caused by 
grasses. Since the eye drops don’t help a lot, I’d suggest you 
see an allergist. He can do a few skin tests and prepare a 
vaccine which can be administered before the season starts. 
This helps 80 per cent to 90 per cent of pollen sufferers obtain 
relief. 

.Although I haven’t seen a lot of patients with muscle and 
joint aching caused by pollen, - I have seen a number of 
youngsters who suffer from arthralgia, even arthritis, 
caused by foods such as milk or chocolate. So it’s possible 
that the allergy can cause the joint pain as well as the eye 
irritation. This should be one more reason for obtaining 
allergy consultation.

Race discrimination 
charged in insurance 


The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners had passed a 
resolution asking the State 
Legislature to enact 
legislation against racially 
discriminatory insurance 
practices in Michigan. 

The resolution was 
submitted by Commissioner 
William L. Dunbar, chairman 
of the Board’s Human 
Relations Committee. 
Dunbar, a Democrat, 
represents District 10, 
encompassing Highland Park 
and adjacent parts of Detroit. 

The resolution is based on a 
six-month research report by 
the California Legislature 
which concludes that 
insurance companies 
discriminate against ghetto 
property owners. 

Several unfiar practices are 
reported in the study, which 
indicates that these policies 
may violate the “equal 
protection” clause of the U.S. 


Constitution and the nation’s 
anti-trust laws. 

The resolution expresses 
belief that similar 
discriminatory practices are 
followed in Michigan. 

Some of the unequal 
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practices mentioned both in 
the study and in Dunbar’s 
resolution are: 

“Redlining” or blacklisting 
ghetto areas as riot-prone, and 
refusing to write policies 
there ; 

Refusing to write insurance 
“package” discount policies 
that are available in other 
areas ; 

Labeling entire minority 
sections as high risk areas, 
and charging much higher 
premiums — even in districts 
that have experienced no 
disturbances or riots; 

Adding numerous other 
restrictions to ghetto policy 
writing that are not invoked in 
non-ghetto areas. 

Concluding sections of the 
resolution specifically ask the 
Legislature to conduct its own 
study of property insurance 
practices in Michigan, and to 
“enact such legislation as 
needed to eliminate any 
discriminatory practices.”

Ford said. “All veterans 
should receive the same 
benefits regardless of whether 
they go to day school or night 
school, so long as they are 
enrolled in sufficient hours of 
class work to make them 
eligible.” 

The situation was brought to 
Congressman Ford’s attention 
by Thomas Traver, 1319 
Fairwood Dr., Westland, and 
Richard Cook, 5129 Marigold 
PL, Wayne. They submitted a 
petition by themselves and 11 
other veterans enrolled in 
night classes. 

Congressman Ford’s bill 
has been referred to the House 
Committee on Veterans 
Affairs, where he has urged 
his colleagues to give it 
prompt consideration. 

In another effort to aid 
Vietnam veterans seeking to 
further their education, 
Congressman Ford has co¬ 
sponsored another bill — The 
Vietnam Veterans Act of 1971 
— which would provide for 
liberalized educational 
benefits. 

“This bill is designed to give 
Vietnam veterans the same 
general allowances that were 
given to World War II 
veterans in the original G.I. 
Bill of Rights,” Congressman 
Ford said. “The current 
program does not provide for 
direct payment of tuition fees 
and book charges, or for 
subsistence allowances, such 
as World War II veterans 
received. 

“Our legislation would 
provide for direct payment of 
$1,000 by the Veterans 
Administration to the 
educational institution 
attended by any eligible

veteran enrolled on at least a 
half-time basis, to cover 
tuition, book fees, etc. In 
addition, the VA would pay the 
veteran a subsistence 
allowance of $175 a month, 
with additional amounts for 
those with dependents. 

“As one who took advantage 
of the original G.I. Bill of 
Rights, I am well aware of the 
important role such 
assistance can play in helping 
our veterans readjust to 
civilian life and prepare for a 
productive role in society.”

Agreement 
draws near 
for budget 


Faust bill 


The House has approved its 
first budget bill as agreement 
is reported near among 
members of a bi-partisan 
House-Senate leadership team 
and the governor’s office, 
according to State 
Representative Edward 
Mahalak (D-38th District). 

The bill which cleared the 
House contains appropriations 
for the departments of labor, 
commerce and licensing and 
regulation. The 
appropriation was for $29.9 
million, slightly more than the 
$29.6 million recommended by 
the governor. 

Pending are such major 
budgetary items as school air, 
welfare, higher education and 
mental health. The total 
budget will be around $2 
billion. 

Disagreements which have 
delayed action on the 1971-72 
budget are being worked out 
by the leadership team. Key 
items involve revenue to 
finance the budget. Under 
consideration is an increase in 
the state income tax, 
limitations on property taxes 
and replacement of the 
present flat-rate income tax 
with a graduated tax similar 
to the federal “ability-to-pay” 
system of taxation. 

The restrictions on property 
taxes and the graduated 
income tax would required 
constitutional amendments. 
It has been proposed that they 
be presented to voters as a

The property tax limitation 
proposal would do away with 
property taxes as a source of 
financing school operations, 
except for six-mill enrichment 
programs which would have to 
be approved by local voters. 
The plan would permit 13.25 
mills of property taxes for 
counties, townships, 
community colleges and 
special education programs. 
School operating costs would 
be covered primarily by the 
state income tax.

The couple need only prove 
to the satisfaction of the judge 
that there has been a 
breakdown in the marriage 
relationship to the point that 
the objects of matrimony have 
been destroyed and there is no 
reasonable likelihood that the 
marriage can be preserved. 

Property settlement and 
child custody matters would 
be handled separately. 

Supporters of the no-facult 
concept point out that the 
change wnuld eliminate the 
need for partners in a failing 
marriage to list and explain 
charges against each other in 
open court. It was noted that 
present laws encourage 
dishonesty when husbands 
and wives must either 
substantiate such complaints 
as adultery or drunkenness or 
else invent some other 
grounds. 

A bill passed by the House 
would allow all cities in the 
state to levy a two percent 
income tax. Presently, Detroit 
is the only city able to tax 
residents’ income at that rate. 
All other cities are limited to 
one per cent. Backers of the 
bill contended that it is unfair 
to allow one city the higher 
rate and not others which also 
have financial problems. 

An amendment to the bill 
that would have removed a 
provision of the law which 
permits a one-half per cent tax 
on non-residents who work in 
the city w r as defeated. It was 
argued that this amendment 
would hurt cities that must 
depend on non-resident taxes. 
The bill would merely make it 
possible for cities to increase 
their local income tax rate. 
They are not required to do so. 
The decision is a local matter.

Intermediate school 
districts will be able to 
improve and streamline their 
vocational - technical 
educational programs through 
a bill that passed the State 
Senate last week.

“In the past,” said Faust, 
“Intermediate school districts 
issued bonds to operate the 
vocational educational 
programs—even if they had 
the money. Now, they can 
operate on a pay-as-you-go 
basis.” 

“This expansion of the 
vocational educational 
provision,” he said, “will give 
the financially solvent 
intermediate school district 
more flexibility in their 
planning and allow them to 
build and buy right from the 
operating fund.”

Environment degraded 
by ‘credit card morality’ 


In Chicago, 40 percent of the 
sunlight is shut out by smog. 

Every year 17 million tons of 
dust and dirt pour from U.S 
factory stacks. 

One out of two Americans 
drinks water which is either of 
unknown quality or doesn’t 
meet Federal regulations. 

These conditions, and others 
like them, exist because we 
have decided that they should, 
says Anne Field, extension 
home management specialist 
at Michigan State University. 
It may not be obvious or even 
conscious, but some decision 
is responsible for every aspect 
of our lives, she adds. 

The decisions which have 
led to the present 
environmental crisis reflect 
our “credit card morality,” 
she ways —A “buy-now-pay - 
never” altitude toward the 


earth. Consumers and 
manufacturers alike have 
made the choices which 
pollute the air and water, 
allow the accumulation of 
waste, condone extermination 
of wildlife, and ignore tragic 
hunger due to overpopulation. 

As to what to do about it ow, 
Miss Field suggests: 


“Each consumer must 
constantly reconsider his 
decisions in light of new 
information. Think carefully 
about the benefit vs. the cost 
of everything you use. Direct 
both your ‘problem-solving’ 
and your ‘habitual’ behavior 
toward conservation. 

“Problem-solving behavior 
involves conscious thought,” 
she explains.“You consider a 
problem, seek alternative 
solutions and choose the best 
one. Habitual behavior is 


routine; something you’ve 
done for so long you do it 
without thinking 

“As examples of the 
former,” says Miss Field, 
“whenever we use a product, 
we must consciously consider: 

1 ) final dispoal of the product, 

2 ) disposal of the packaging 
materials, 3) consequences of 
using the product, 4) recycling 
or re-use poten'id of the 
product and 5) the producer’s 
attitude concerning his 
responsibility toward the 
environment.” 

Resolving these questions in 
terms of environmental 
quality is problem-solving 
behavior. “One thing 
problem-solving behavior can 
teach us,” Miss Field points 
out, “is the value of . using 
what is free. How many times, 
for instance, could you open 
shades and curtains, lighting a 
room by the sun rather than 
precious electric power?” 


We must be aware also of 
the ecological impact of 
habitual behaviors, Miss Field 
says. “Do you realize,” she 
asks, “how much water you 
use unnecessarily? Think how 
much is lost if you habitually 
leave the faucet running while 
you brush your teeth or wash 
the dishes.” 

Another questionable habit 
is the demand for changing 
style—in cars, appliances, 
clothes, etc. Because certain 
products go out of style so 
quickly, they are often 
replaced while they are still 
useful. All of this production 
uses resources and increases 
waste. 

Improving and maintaining 
an acceptable quality of life 
requires responsible decision¬ 
making in all types of 
behavior,* she says. 


Did you know... 

That most blender bowls 
have a removable cutting 
assembly at the bottom. This 
allows for easy removal of 
heavy, thick mixtures and for 
easy cleaning. After cleaning 
the metal cap, rubber gasket, 
blades and bowl should not be 
reassembled for storage until 
completely dry.

For six hours after a child has suffered a possibly serious 
head injury it is best that he be observed by physicians in a 
hospital.setting. If the child is alert after that period, and his 
neurologic tests are normal, he can then safely be observed 
in his own home. 

This is what a study by two Swedish physicians of histories 
of more than 1,000 young accident victims showed. If no 
serious symptoms developed within the first six hours of the 
accident, the likelihood of serious complications developing 
after that period was not great. 

However, parents should check the child’s condition 
closely for two days, noting to what degree he is awake, what 
his pupils look like, and how much movement his legs have. If 
lethargy, severe headache, vomiting, or other symptoms 
occur, the doctor should be alerted at once. 

In more than three quarters of those with serious head 
injuries, symptoms developed within the six hour period. 
Among the remainder, symptoms developed more slowly. 

The wise precaution would seem to be to take no chances. 
Ary child who suffers a serious blow to the head had best see 
a doctor promptly. 


ALLERGIES CAUSE 
EAR PROBLEMS 

One of the most stubborn of all ear disorders—chronic 
serous otitis — is often caused by allergy. This is what Dr. 
Kenneth L. Craft of Indianapolis told physicians attending a 
medical meeting in Las Vegas, Nev. 

An otolaryngologist (ear doctor) and allergist, Dr. Craft 
said that all parts of the ear can become sensitized by 
allergy. House dust, cigarette smoke, pollens, molds, foods — 
all can cause allergic reactions that may lead to hearing 
impairment. In many cases hearing improves when the 
offending allergy is uncovered and treated.

People are beginning to 
realize that phosphates in 
detergents are a minor factor 
in the overall water quality 
picture. 

It is more generally 
understood that phosphates 
are not a toxic but are 
fertilizers which comes from 
many natural as well as 
artificial sources. 

We re beginning to realize, 
too. that in campaigning 
against only such things as 
laundry detergents, we are 
failing to deal effectively with 
the larger pollution problem. 

In his paper. “Phosphates — 
The Cure Worse Than the 
Disease?”. Jay Van Andel. 
Chairman of the Board. 
Am way Corporation, 
expounds this view-point. 

He advocates federal 
control of those chemicals 
which may pollute streams 
and lakes when used in 
laundry detergents and other 
household products. He also 
suggests that the chemicals 
approved by the federal 
government be only those 
which can be eaily removed 
from waste water, and that it 
becomes mandatory for 
municipalities and industries 
to install equipment for 
removing approved chemicals 
in their sewage treatment 
plants. 

“Hasty action to remove 
some or all phosphates from 
detergents and to market huge 
quantities of non-phosphate 
laundry products in their 
place will result in playing a 
game of chemical Russian 
Roulette with our lakes and 
streams.” he commented. 


New Salt Lakes 
••One of these new ‘non¬ 
phosphate' products recently 
introduced contains 45 per 
cent table salt as one of its 
principal elements The salt is 
merely an inert additive or 
bulk filler. It has no detergent 
action, and the consumer 
using such a product is only 
trading phosphate down the 
dram for salt down the drain 
which could convert fresh 
water into salt lakes.” he said. 


Less Food for Fish 

Other “non-phosphate " 
detergents use as much as 60 
per cent common washing 
soda which, if employed in 
vast quantities may increase 
the alkalinity of streams and 
lakes to a sufficient degree 
that it will kill 
microorganisms consumed by 
fish and other marine life. 

If salt or washing soda is 
used to a large extent to 
replace phosphate, this could 
result in billions of pounds of 
doubtful substitutes entering 
sewage treatment plants. Salt 
can only be removed by costly 
distillation plants similar to 
those constructed to convert 
sea water into fresh water. 
There is presently no 
inexpensive way to remove 
washing soda from waste 
water during sewage 
treatment. 

By contrast, phosphate can 
be removed bv a simple 
process which costs less than 
$2 per person per year at a 
municipal plant. 

“The emotional tactics of 
hurling invective, printing 
outdated, confusing and 


inaccurate phosphate 
percentage lists, and trying to 
legislate reformulation of 
detergents are not effective 
methods.” Van Andel 
remarked. “In fact, it is quite 
possible that a certified list of 
governmen i-approved 
chemicals, evaluated by 
scientific testing, would list 
controlled use of phosphate as 
the safest chemical we could 
use.” Van Andel concluded.

The inspectors spend most 
of their day out in the field, 
looking over what’s going up, 
making sure that codes are 
enforced and assisting 
builders to meet the codes 
more easily. 

Cant says he does a lot of 
arbitration work between 
neighbors, too, settling small 
differences as diplomatically 
as possible. 

The scope of the Bulding 
Department is large. It must 
handle code enforcements for 
all commercial, industrial and 
residential buildings, clear 
city streets and all property in 
the city of health hazards, 
including junked cars, 
prepare initial and annual 
inspections for the renewal of 
licenses. 

In addition, the personnel 
there must fulfill the mayor’s 
directive to answer each and 
every complaint and do it as 
quickly as possible. 

“The airport alone is a full¬ 
time job,” Meldrum says of 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport, 
one of Romulus’ chief en¬ 
terprises.

The one-year-old City of 
Romulus will probably be 
suffering from growing pains 
for a long time to come. But 
they will be healthy expansion 
pains if the influx of business 
and industry continues at its 
present rate. 

A part of the problem is 
caused by the fact that the 
growth of city departments 
has not always kept pace with 
the changes in the city itself— 
and some vestiges remain of 
the old township way of doing 
things. 

One department that is 
hard-pressed to keep up with 
the increasing demands upon 
it is the Building Department, 
headed unofficially by Clayton 
Meldrum, acting building 
manager. 

Meldrum was hired in 
February as electrical in¬ 
spector. But he moved into his 
present position when 
Building Manager Joseph B. 
Gallagher resigned. The 
position leaves him with little 
spare time. 

Although he has never been 
officially named building 
manager by Mayor Hyle J. 
Carmichael, Meldrum has 
begun several new programs 
and instituted reforms within 
the department in an effort to 
match its efficiency with the 
growth of building projects in 
Romulus. 

To create this efficiency, 
Meldrum has a staff of five 
inspectors and two secretaries 
to whom he gives a tremen¬ 
dous amount of credit.

The biggest drop in state 
airport operations for the first 
half of 1971 was recorded at 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport, 
which had 15.5 per cent fewer 
operations. The low figure was 
due largely to a drop in the 
number of airlines functioning 
at maximum capacity. 

A comparative table of 
figures covering Michigan’s 12 
control-tower airports showed 
an over-all decline of 6.3 per 
cent compared to the same 
period last year, according to 
the Michigan Commerce 
Department’s Aeronautics 
Commission. 

Only four of the 12 airports- 
Pontiac, Jackson, Battle 
Creek and Muskegon-had 
increases in the number of 
takeoffs and landings. 

Metro Airport had 125,814 in 
the first half of this year, as 
compared to 148,870 during the 
first half of 1970. 

Willow Run Airport showed 
a decline of 9.4 per cent, from 
96,063 to 87,870.
